For the purpose of examination of the present application, 
Applicants elect, with traverse. Group I, claims 1-5, 10, 12 and 
13. 

The traversal is on the basis that it would not be an undue 
burden on the Examiner to Examine the three "inventions" together. 
In particular, the applicants request that upon finding allowable 
subject matter that the method of use claims be rejoined with the 
compound claims as is consistent with the procedure as set out in 
In Re Ochiai, 37 USPQ2d 1127 (Fed. Cir., 1995).
